‘war is impossible? Why then did: the country hail with 
such eagerness Eisenhower's atomic plan? Isn't it because 
they saw in it a chance to banish atomic war?’ 

Surely, it is the spirit of the American people that 
€ ing be done to banish the A-bomb and the H-bomb 
astoo hellish for humanity. The Soviet proposals are in that 
’ Of course, there are the frantic liars who are trying 
their best to whip up an atomic war by telling us that we 
have “atomic superiority” and cannot think of banning 
these weapons. They say that banning atomic weapons 
would “tilt the scales” to the Soviet Union. How shame- 
- ful these people are! They know full well—and Eisen- 

howers Leech strongly implied it—that there is no such 
- thing anymore as “superiority” in an atomic race. Scientists 
are warning us that beyond a certain point, it makes no 
difference who has “more atom bombs.”
